For the next three weeks the French crisis, the Khrushchey letters 
or the high cost of living will be dwarfed in significance for 
millions of people. 


HEY will be sitting by their 
radios and TV sets or read- 
ing the newspapers either in. a 
state of ecstasy or utter gloom. 

For at 4 a.m. on Monday, Syd- 
ney time, he sixth Soccer 
World Cup finals will begin in 
eight Swedish. cities. 

To many European.-and most 
South Americans the World Cup 
has more poricenee than even 
the Olympic Games. 

This is the ultimate test in 
Soccer skill — the World’s most 
popular sport. e 

Sixteen teams have gathered in 
Sweden to play off the finals of 
the World Cup. 

The elimination matches, how- 
ever, started last year and coun- 
tries from almost every corner of 
the globe competed for the honour 
of making the finals. Cie, 

Hordes of. newspaper meh, tadio 
broadcasters and TV poe eae in 
Sweden to record every single 
moment of this year’s Cup. 

For the 1954 Cup series more 
than 1,500, Press representatives 
went to Switzerland — this time 
their number may even be higher. 


_. More Money 

Many of the present World Cup 
players earn much more money 
than Australia’s Prime Minister. 

The South Americans, Italians 
and Spaniards pay fantastic sums 
to their, star players, frequently 
running into hundreds of pounds 
a week, 

These players are the idols of 
their countries. 

Every European child of aver- 
age intélligence knows the names 
of most Soccer stars by heart. 

Names such as Schiaffino, Julin- 
ho, Didi, Santos, Grosics, Zebee, 
Streltzoy, Netto, De Stefano, and 
others are just as well known all

Pees is a tremendously. big 
business in South America and 
Europe; crowds of | 100,000 and 
more are common. 


After Uruguay had won the 1930 
‘World Cup, played in Montevideo, 


a grateful government devised a 
scheme to reward the players. 

The municipality of Montevideo 
granted a block of land on a smart 
spot to.each of the players — to- 
gether with a modern family house 
on it. 

South Americans are notorious-
